GOVERNOR SUMMITS TO JURIS- 
MICTION OF THE IMPEACH- 
MENT COURT.

Albany, N. V., Sept 23.—After a day 
spent in listening to lengthy argu­ 
ments, the High Court for Die trial of 
the Impeachment of Gov. William Sul- 
ser adjourned today without having 
decided whether the impeached execu­ 
tive will have to answer charges in­ 
volving the misuse of the funds con­ 
tributed for his campaign kist fall. It 
to expected, however, that the court 
will reach a decision early tomor­ 
row. 
In event of a denial of the motion 
to strike out the three articles dealing 
with the campaign contributions, the 
guns of the impeached Executive's le­ 
gal battery will have been spiked as 
far es the preliminaries are concern­ 
ed, and the actual trial will begin. 
That counsel for the Assembly man. 
agers are confident the cfourt will 
not dismiss the three articles is evi­ 
denced by the fact they announced 
that Jacob H. Sfehilf, Abram I. Elk us, 
Henry Morganthau and others who 
contributed to the fiulzer election 
fund, would be on hand tomorrow to 
testify. 
Ja<mb H. Schiff, counsel announced, 
woula be toe first witness for the pros 
ecution on the contested facts. His $2- 
500 contribution was not mentioned 
in the sworn statement of election ex­ 
penses filed by the governor. 
Gov. Sulser today submitted to the 
ruling of the High Court that the As­ 
sembly had the constitutional right to 
impeach him. This announcement was 
made at the opening of court by Judge 
D. Cady Herrick, chief counsel for the 
Impeached Executive, 
who declared 
that toe governor will bow to the will 
of the court, and will exercise none of 
toe prerogatives of his office pending 
the determination of the impeachment 
charges." 
Counsel for the Assembly managers 
were busy tonight preparing to place 
toeir early witnesses On the stand. 
They plan to erect a foundation of pre 
sumably nondisputed facts before toe 
really vital testimony to Introduced. 
Formal proof of toe nomination and 
election of the Governor first will be 
adduced. 
Loiter the governor's statement of 
campaign expenses and disbursements 
sworn to and filed with the Secretory 
of State, will be made a part of the 
record. It to on this statement that 
the persecution bases its more serious 
charges. 
The documents showed that Sulser 
received $5,640 in furtherance of his 
election and that he expended $7,724.
